You can't 


if OS , Ln Victa 


counle when 


feel a lot better 


Your Drt 1: te st, 


THREE BIRMINGHAM COM. 
MISSIONERS ARE IN- 
DICTED 
Birmingham, Ala., June 16. 
—President D. E. McLendon of 
Birmingham city commission 
and Commissioners W..B. Cloe 
and W. BE. Dickson were today 
indicted by the Jefferson 
county grand jury on charges 
of violating the corrupt pract- 
ice act, it being specifically 
alleged that they made pre- 
election promises of city jobs 
in return for promises of sup- 

port. 

The grand jury criticized the 
comissioners “for disregarding 
the yvecommendations” pre- 
viously made in a special re- 
port which included suggest- 
ions that three city employees 
be discharged. 

“Because there is no law 
prohibiting the acceptance of 
a bribe by these subordinate 
employees we cannot prefer in 
dictments,” the report 
“but we believe they are just 
as guilty of the matters report- 
ed upon as any person indicted 
by this grand jury.” 

The grand jury investigation 
of city hall affairs dated over 
a period of several months, 

Cannot Locate Floggers 

After stating that they were

unable to ‘ascertain and indict’ 
persons guilty of decoying 
Birmingham citizens from their 
homes and whipping them, the 
Jefferson county grand jury to- 
day vecommended that the 
next .legislature enact laws 
making white capping a felony, 
punishable by imprisonment 
for not less than ten years. It 
is now a misdemeanor in Ala- 
bama. 


FOUR MEN KILLED WHEN 
LIGHTNING HITS SHED 
Louisville, Ky., Junel7.— 

Four men were killed and five 
injured, one perhaps fatally, 
eight miles from here today 
when lightning struck a cow 
shed in which they sought 
shelter during a storm. 

The men were repairing 
tracks along the Illinois Cen- 
tral Railroad when the storm 
broke. A cow shed on a near 
by farm was the nearest shelt- 
ev and the men ran to it. They 
had been there about five min- 
utes when the structure sud- 
denly crashed from the bolt 
and burst into flames. Those 
who were only slightly hurt 
managed to drag the others 
out of the shed.
